U-T To Conduct Ag Workshop For South Americans 


John M. White 
Finishes Marine 
Officers' Course 


Ten South American educa¬ 
tors will learn about teaching 
methods in vocational agricul¬ 
ture “north of the border” at 
a University of Tennessee 
workshop this spring. 

The educators, from normal 
schools of Colombia, will at¬ 
tend a two-month Bilingual 
Workshop in Agricultural Edu¬ 
cation under a contract be¬ 
tween the U-T College of Edu¬ 
cation and the International 
Cooperation Administration of 
the U. S. State Deartment. 

The workshop begins April 
11 and ends June 4. Dr. Rufus 
Beamer, U-T professor of agri¬ 
cultural education who recent¬ 
ly spent two years with an ICA 


project in Colombia, will be 
workshop director. An inter¬ 
preter will translate Dr. Beam 
er’s discussions into Spanish 
for the visiting professors. 

While at U-T, the Colombian 
professors will study agricul¬ 
tural education materials and 
how to develop agriculture 
teaching programs. The work¬ 
shop program includes visits 
to several Tennessee schools, 
school farms, and agricultural 
experiment stations. The pro¬ 
fessors also will visit schools 
and universities in Georgia 
and Florida while attending 
the workshop. 

All ten professors will re¬ 
turn to their native land to 
teach a t the Buga Normal 
School. 

Dr. Beamer was a member 
of an educational team sent 


by the ICA to help the Colom¬ 
bian government improve 
school programs in the State 
of Valle. While in Colombia 
from 1956 to 1958, Dr. Beam¬ 
er helped the government de¬ 
velop programs in agricultural 
education. 


Thurman Penick, a freshman 
from Paris, won top honors in 
the second annual UTMB In- 
tracollegiate Judging Contest 
April 9.
